Mr. John Horne Burns, author of "The Gallery" discussed in Malcolm Cowley's lecture, 
wiil talk to us tonight in the Little Theatre on the subject "The Creative Writer in 
america". A graduate of Harvard in 1937, he has taught in private schools in New 
England and has seen action in the North African and Italian campaigns. It is said 
that now that he is back in civilian life he is writing at the rapid rate of about 
3,000 words a day as he nears the paddock for his second novel "Lucifer with a Boox" 
to be published this fall. 

Dos Passos says of "The Gallery", "If Americans can still write in this sort of ex- 
ultation of pity and disgust of the foul spots in the last few years of our history, 
then perhaps there is still hope that we can recover our manhood as a nation and 
our sense of purpose in the world."
